HELPFUL  HINTS 

People  now  realize  that  it  pays  to  have  good  strong 
bulbs,  and  to  grow  them  in  the  best  possible  manner.  For 
a long  time  people  have  planted  their  gladioli  in  the  vege- 
table garden,  but  it  has  so  grown  into  public  favor  that  it 
lias  ccme  out  of  the  kitchen  garden,  and  the  popular  thing 
now  is  to  have  a regular  Gladiolus  Garden,  which  means 
block  planting  of  five,  ten,  fifteen,  twenty  or  as  many  more 
feet  square  as  one  may  wish. 

For  such  plantings  the  rows  may  be  eighteen  to 
twenty  inches  apart,  which  would  require  hand  cultivation; 
or  twenty-eight  to  thirty  allowing  the  use  of  wheel  hoe  and 
cultivator,  or  three  feet  apart,  which  is  wide  enough  to  ; 
admit  of  horse  cultivation.  Assuming  that  the  soil  is  rich 
and  worked  fine,  for  large  bulbs  make  a trench  six  inches  1 
deep  if  in  sandy  soil  but  of  less  depth  if  clay. 

A good  rule  is  to  set  the  bulbs  twice  their  diameter  * 
apart  in  the  row.  Cultivate  well  and  always  as  soon  as  ^ 
ground  can  be  worked  after  rain. 

The  spikes  may  be  cut  when  first  bloom  is  open,  but  ; 
not  less  than  four  leaves  of  foliage  should  be  left  to  ma- 
ture the  bulb.  t 

When  the  foliage  begins  to  ripen,  dig  bulbs  and  cure 
in  the  sun  if  possible,  then  store  in  a frost-proof  cellar.
